Mary Jane Corry of Upland 





She brings memories 
of Renaissance music 


By LYNNE LOCKE 

When Mary Jane Corry moved to 
Upland, she brought only a few 
possessions, including her collections of 
books and records, two cats and an $8,000 
harpsichord 

The harpsichord took four years to 
build and is an authentic reproduction of 
Rucker-Taskin harpsichords made in the 
1600's. It was built by Carl Fudge who 
also made the one belonging to the 
Boston Symphony 

Miss, Corry, who is on sabbatical from 
State University of New York, directs 
the Scripps Collegium Musicum and 
teaches at Claremont Claremont 
Graduate School 

Collegium Musicum is an organization 
of 38 people who play early instruments 
Scripps is just beginning to collect 
Renaissance instruments, so Collegium 
members presently are performing on 
modern substitutes such as the guitar 
Miss Corry said

The Upland City Council tabled until 
Nov. 18 a resolution to give city 
employees a 2% per cent pay increase 
for the rest of the fiscal year. The raise 
would cost the city $50,000. 

Councilman Hal Bailin said the 
increase iS necessary (© counter the 
effects of inflation on employees’ buying 
power. Last spring the council limited 
the pay raise to 7% per cent so the tax 
rate could be maintained. But, Bailin 
noted, city income has been greater than 
expected 

Stating that raise-related benefits 
would be inflationary, Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas proposed a one-time bonus of 
$174.88 for each employee 

City attorney Donald Maroney said 
that California law prohibits making 
gifts with taxpayers’ money. Mayor 
Abner Haldeman directed Maroney to 
report Nov. 18 on the options open to the 


council 

Bailin also proposed the employees 
present contract requests before Feb. | 
so there is sufficient time for negotiation 
before the budget must be finalized. The 
resolution was tabled until Nov. 18 

In other action the council awarded a 
bid for furnishing and construction of 
water mains to Amick Construction 
Company which entered the low bid of 
$11,760. Councilwoman Petokas 
dissented 

She noted that city residents had 
problems with Amick employees 
working on a previous project and moved 
that council accept the second lowest 
bid 

Such a move would require the city to 
hold a public hearing which would delay 
the project. Acceptance of the second 
lowest bid would increase construction 
costs by approximately $1,500

undeveloped area where resident-

One problem with Renaissance music 
ts that musical scores are not as com 
plete as for more modem music. In the 
Renaissance period, instrumental music 
was just beginning and scores didn ‘t in 
dicate which instrument should be used 

The earhest instrumental music was 
adapted from songs such as madrigals or 
simple dance tunes. Little harmony had 
been developed, so often the musician 
played only a simple melody to accom 
pany a@ Singer 


Miss Corry is trying to discover the 
proper tuning for the vielle. Its light tone 
is ideal for chamber music where the 
sound is not as full as in modern 
orchestral music. To be enjoyed 
chamber music must be performed in 
small rooms rather than concert halls, 
she said

The 
new ordinance provides a 1) 
minute limit, which conforms 
to regulations of the Public 
Utilities Commission

Bunco suspects 
are being sought 


The Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department is 
requesting the public's 
assistance regarding the 
apprehension of bunco suspects 
operating in the Log Angeles 
County area. A large number of 
people have been victimized by 
two male suspects using a 
dunce scheme called the 
Jamaican Switch 


Essentially in the Jamaican 
Switch, the bunco artist 
approaches the victim on the 
street, claims that he is just off 
the boat from another country 
and asks for aid in finding a 
certain address. The suspect 
then sevs that he has a 
considerable amount of money 
to deposit, but that he does not 
trust banks. With the aid of an 
accomplice, the suspect 
convinces the victim to 
withdraw money from his own 
bank account for the purpose of 
proving to the suspect that 


the suspects tkes the bundle 
back from the victim. As the 
other suspect distracts the 
victim, the money bundle is 
switched for another containing 
cut up newspaper. The bunco 
artists then arrange to meet the 
victim at a later time and 
leave 


The victim soon discovers the 
bundie contains only the cut up 
newspapers and that his money 
and the bunco artists are gone 


The two suspects are 
described as follows: Suspect | 
is a male Black, 28-34 years of 
age, approximately 5°8” tall, 
150 to 189 pounds. Suspect 2 is a 
male Black 28-34 years of age, 
56" tall, 140 to 150 pounds

Counseling. for homeowners 
unable to make payments was a 
second goal recently 
established. In this way, “we 
hope to prevent people from 
just walking away from their 
homes,” Korpsak remarked 

The committee also asked 
HUD FHA officials to speed 
the process of making 
abandoned homes repossessed 
by the federal agency available 
for sale. In addition, they are 
conducting a study to 
determine why people abandon 
homes and hope to institute a 
program to identify potential 

abandonment like 
conditions.
